Aug. 19 .—When the 
g*.coiul trial by courtmartial of Captuiu 
Alfred Dreyfus, charged with treahoii, 
resu m ed in the Lycee Colonel Pio 
quart, former chief of the intelligence 
departm ent of the war office, was called 
to the witness stand and continued his 
deposition. 
He tlrst replied to General 
lieget s attacks upon him. 
Hoget was given permission to reply, 
which he did later on. 
Maître Moruard. who argued the case 
ill behalf of the Dreyfus family for the 
revisiou of the prisoner’s sente uce Ih?- 
f„re the court of cassation, was present 
to assist M. Demauge, of counsel for 
the defeu>ie. 
i;oIouei Picquart later took up cousid- 
eratiou of the secret dossier. 
‘ This dossier,” said the witness, 
“ may be divided into two parts. 
The 
iirst contains two documents: 
“ Uue—A document known as the 
1)’.Avignon document, the terms of 
which are about as tollows; 
‘Doubt the 
niiHifs. 
¡Service letters. Situation dan­ 
gerous for me with French officer. 
No 
informât: m from an officer of the line. 
luqKirtiinc only as coming from the 
ministry. 
Already somewhere else. 
—Xlie document containing the 
wonis ‘Cette canaille tie D —.’ 
“ Three—A document which is noth­ 
ing but the report of a journey to Sw it­ 
zerland made in behalf of a foreign 
¡K)\ver. 
“ The second part of the dossier, 
cuutiuued Picquart, “ consisted partly 
of a supplementary review^ of the ftrst. 
It contained the gist of seven or eight 
documents, one of which, ‘cette canaille 
de d—,’ will serve for the purpose of 
criiipansou. 
“ it also contained the carrespoudence 
of attaches ‘A ’ and ‘B .’ ” 
Theae initials, it should be borne in 
mind, represent Colonel Schwartzkop- 
lK*u, formerly German 
military at­ 
tache at Paris, and Major Pauizzardi, 
the former military attache of Italy at 
the Freuen capital. 
The wvtue.ss next explaineti why Major 
Du Paty do Clam ’s trauslatiou of the 
D’Aviguou documeut, which has been 
classed as idiotic, was open to doubt, 
and way the document, if it had any 
meaning whatever, was as applicable to 
Ksterhazy as to Dreyfus. 
Kegai'iimg the correspondence of the 
military attaches, the wTtuess demon- 
straied the insignificance of the iu- 
furiuatiou asked for. 
Colonel Picquart then took up the 
“ Cette canaille de D—” document. 
He 
called the attention of the court to the 
f a c t that it was addres.sed by Schwartz- 
koppeu to PaiiuzziU'di, and 
not vice 
versa, a.s long believed. 
After giving his reasons for believing 
Dreyfus was uot the person referred to 
iu that document, i^fXiUart showed 
how Paty de Clam endeavored to as­ 
cribe the authorship of the documeut 
U) Pauazi^rdi. with the view of estab­ 
lishing a< i^jouueciiou, which, in reality, 
did uot exist, between the variou.s devil­ 
ments 
iu 
the 
indictment 
against 
Dreyfus. 
The document referring to the French 
ifcgeut’s 
jomnuey 
to 
Switzerland, of 
which Schwartzkoppen is said to have 
been informeii, was only slightly com­ 
mented upon by the witness, as he did 
uot attach importance to it. 
He spoke of Paty de Clam ’s commen­ 
taries on the secret dossier. 
This com­ 
mentary was upon a secret dossier dtvu* 
mentwTiich was improperly removed 
Irom his iPicquart’s) department. 
Turning to the second portion of the 
dossier, ITcquart desoribed a number of 
documents in it as forgeries and said 
the police reivrts therein contained 
showed nothing serious against Drey- 
fus. 
Continuing his examination of the 
«eoret dossier, Colouel Pioquart 
ex­ 
plained how he had acquired the con­ 
viction that tile bordereau was written 
by Esterhazy and how he ascertained 
that the anti-Dreyfus proofs were worth­ 
less.xne witness earnestly asserteti tnat 
the first occasion ou which he saw E s­ 
terhazy's name was when he read the 
address of the petit bleu. 
He said he 
''’’as not acquainted with Esterhazy and 
never had Esterhazy watched. 
Previous to tins the utmost efforts 
htt«l been made te prove the contrary 
iwid to show Picquart knew Esterhazy 
before tue discovery of the petit bleu. 


What the witness gathered about Es­ 
terhazy’s 
character, 
he 
continueil, 
createa the worst impression upon him, 
bat he learned nothing t o connect Ester- 
bazy with any act of espionage. There­ 
fore, he did not mention his suspicions. 
An agent, however, was ordered to 
Watch Esterhazy, who had completely 
oouipromised himself througli his rela­ 
tions with an English oompany, ui 
which he had agreed to become a di­ 
rector. 


“ That could uot be permitted in tue 
of a F'rench officer, ” said 
Picquart. 


“ Moreover, Esterhazy gambled, led a 
bfe 
of 
debauchery 
and lived with 
MadamusaUe Pavs. ’ ! 


Major Uiiith and Heuy, he said, went 
to Basie to see a spy who promised to 
expo.M* the leakage at tiie war office, but 
returned wurhout the intormatiou. 
He 
vvondereu whetlier they had uot iiu[)osed 
».ieiice on the spy. 
lU loia Gei.cral De Boisdeffre of liis 
luforiuatioii regarding E.stcrhazy. 
The 
latter applied tor a place in the war 
office. 
Then lie >aid: 
“ 1 communicated my impresshiiis to 
my cluef», wlio ai>proved all my .steps, 
aud tile application of Estcrha/.y was 
rejectca. 
“ Hi.s insistence, however, only in­ 
creased my luieasiiiesB regaiding him 
and 1 resolved ti» obtain a »¡x*oimeu of 
his liaudwritiug. 
1 was immediately 
struck with the similarity of his baud- 
writing and that of the bor< iereau and, 
iortiiwith had the letters of Esterhazy 
whicli were iu my possession photo­ 
graphed iuid showwl the photographs to 
Major Du Paty de Olam aud M. Ber- 
iilloM (the handwriting expert), be­ 
tween Aug. 2b aud Sept. 5.” 
The colouel emphasized this point be­ 
cause M. Bertillou affirms he saw the 
photographs in May, 189G, and made a 
note of them, while the lett -rs were 
not written on that date. 
The conflicting testimony of Pio­ 
quart aud Bertillou on this point had 
been used to discredit the former’s evi­ 
dence. 
Colonel Pic< iuart, continuing, said 
Paty de Clam, on seeing the writing 
forthwith declared 
it 
\vas that of 
Mathew Dreyfus, the brotlier of (Cap­ 
tain Dreyfus. 
The witness, coutiiiuiug, said: 
“ ‘You know,’ he maintained, ‘that 
t’ue bordereau is the joint work of Al­ 
lred aud Matthew Dreyfus.’ 
M. Bertilion said: 
“ ‘That is the writing of the border­ 
eau.’ 
“ M. Bertillou tried to discover where 
I had obtained the handwriting, but tlie 
only information I imparted was tliat it 
it was current and recent handwriting. 
“ M. Bertillou then sugtre.sted that it 
was a tracing aud ended by saying that 
if it was current handwriting it could 
only have emanated from .some one 
whom tlie Jew s had been exerci.siug for 
a year iu iiiiitaiiuir tUe writing of the 
boriiereau. 
He found the words “ I am going to 
the mami’uvres” might apply to Ester- 
hazy as well as Iireytus. 
He re.solved 
to examine the .secret dos.sier. He found 
instead of matters of gravely import­ 
ance he expticted, nothing but a docu- 
ment which might apply just as mu(*h 
to Esterhazy as to Dreyfus, au unim­ 
portant documeut mentioning D’Avig­ 
uou aud a documeut which it seemed 
absurd to anply to Dreyfus, namely the 
“ Cette canaille de D—” document, also 
Other apparently worthless matter. 
He laid nis pr< x)fs before General de 
Boisdeff re, who told him to .see General 
Gouse, who, when he had given his in­ 
formation, said: 
“ So a mistake has 
been made.” 
Esterhazy went to the great manœu­ 
vres. 
The compaigu iu the newspapers coin- 
meiKted. 
Attacks 
appeared against 
Dreyfus. 
The iuformatiou regarding tiie bor­ 
dereau coiitaiued iu them convinced 
ill in that tlii'y iiad been inspired by 
some one closely connected with the 
Dreyfus affair. They coutaiueil expres­ 
sions familiar to Paty de Clam. 
Witue.ss next .said he asked permis­ 
sion to iiniuire into the sources of tlie 
articles, but was foroiddeii to interfere 
in any way whatever. 
Describing his interview with General 
Gouse, Sent. 10, Picquart .said: 
“ W h eu 'l asked General Gouse for 
permission to continue tiie investigation, 
insisting on tue danger of allowing the 
Dreyfus family to pnveed witn their in­ 
vestigation alone, the general said it 
was impo.ssible in his opinion and iu the 
opinion of (jreueral de Boi.sdeff re and 
the minister of war to reopen the af­ 
fair. 
When I pressed tlie point, iu or­ 
der to make General Gouse understand 
that nothing could prevent its reopeu- 
, ing if it could be believed Dreyfus was 
Î innocent, General Gou.se replied: 
“ If you say nothing, nobody will 
know.” 
“ Cieneral,” I replied firmly, “ what 
you tell me is abominable. I do uot 
know what I shall do. But I won’t carry 
this secret with m e.”

Though forbidden, he continued his 
investigation aud was removed as hea< l 
of the intelligence department. He was 
sent on a mission to Tunis, which ought 
to have been entrusted to a commissary 
of police. 
Henry, abandoning his underhand in­ 
trigues, began a campaign of open per­ 
secution. 
Henry wrote to the witness, 
accusing him of communicating in­ 
formation to the press, witn disclo.siug 
the contents of secret dcxjumeuts aud 
with attempting to .suborn officers iu 
connection witn the jietit bleu.

then Pic< iuart learned of the existence 
of the forged secret documents directed

Scheurer-Kestuer, then one ot the vice 
presidents of the .senate and the repre­ 
sentations of 
the latter to Premier 
Meiine’s government followed. 
When Piixiuart’s furlough was due, 
General Le Clerc, commanding in Tunis, 
was ordered Pj send Picquart to tne 
frontier of Trimdi. Le Clerc commented 
to the wituesa on this abnormal order, 
Picquart confided to the general the 
jffoteible reas< jns tor it aud his beUef m 
the muüceuoe of Dreyfus-

11 Picquart coucludt'd, both Gen­ 
eral Koget and General Mercier junqxid 
up and asked to Ix* heard contradictorily.

He thereupon faced 
Colouel ITcquart, who replied promptly 
to his (luestion, which the general de­ 
livered in a theatrical manner and with 
frequent gestures.

R e n n e s , F rance, Aug. 19.— W hen the 
leooud trial by co u rtm artial of C aptain 
A lfr ed D reyfus, charged w ith treason, 
W;IS resum ed in the Lycee Colonel Pie- 
quart, form er chief of th e intelligence 
departm ent of th e w ar office, w as called 
to the w itn ess stand and continued his 
deposition. 
H e first replied to G eneral 
Roset s attacks upon him . 
Roget w as given perm ission to rep ly , 
which he did later on. 
Maitre M or nard, w ho argued th e case 
iii behalf of th e D reyfus fam ily fo r the 
revision of th e prisoner’s sente nee be­ 
fore the court of cassation, w as present 
to assist M. D em auge, of counsel for 
the d efen d . 
Colouei P icq u art later took up consid­ 
eration of th e secret dossier. 
“ This 
dossier,” said th e w itness, 
“ may be divided into tw o parts. 
The 
first contains tw o docum ents: 
“ One—A docum ent know n as the 
D’Avignon 
docum ent, the term s of 
which are about as tollow s: 
‘D oubt the 1 
proofs.

“ Three—A docum ent w hich is n o th ­ 
ing but the report of a journey to S w it­ 
zerland m ade in behalf of a foreign 
power. 
“ The second part of the dossier, 
continued P icquart, “ consisted partly 
of a supplem entary review of the first. 
It contained the gist of seven or eight 
docum ents, one of w hich, ‘cette canaille 
de , i _ t’ -will serve for th e purpose of 
crm parisou. 
“ it also contained the carrespondeuce 
of attaches ‘A ’ and ‘B .’ ” 
These initials, it should be borne in 
m ind, represent Colonel Sohw artzkop- 
pen, form erly G erm an 
m ilitary 
a t­ 
tache at Paris, aud M ajor Pauizzardi, 
the form er m ilitary attache of Italy a t 
the French capital. 
The w itness next explained w hy M ajor 
D u Paty de C lam 's translation of the 
D ’Avignon docum ent, w hich has been 
classed as idiotic, w as open to doubt, 
and w ay the docum ent, if it had any 
m eaning w hatever, w as as applicable to 
Esterhazy as to D reyfus. 
R egarding the correspondence of the 
m ilitary attaches, the w itness dem on­ 
strated* tile insignificance of the in ­ 
form ation asked for. 
Colonel P icquart then took up 
“ Cette canaille de D—” docum ent, 
called the attention of th e court to 
fact that it w as addressed bv Schw artz- 
koppeii to Pauazzardi, aud 
not vice 
versa, as long believed. 
After giving his reasons for believing 
p re y fus w as not the person referred to 
in th at docum ent, Pioquart 
showed 
how P aty de Clam endeavored to as­ 
cribe the authorship of the docum ent 
to P a u a z ^ rd i. w ith th e view of estab­ 
lishing a ^ o u u e c tio u , w hich, in reality, 
did not exist, betw een th e various docu­ 
m ents 
in 
the 
indictm ent 
against 
D reyfus. 
The docum ent referring to th e F rench 
agent’s 
journey 
to 
Sw itzerland, of 
w hich Schw artzkoppen is said to have 
been inform ed, w as only slightly com ­ 
m ented upon by th e w itness, as he did 
not attach im portance to it. 
He spoke of Paty de O lam ’s com m en­ 
taries on th e secret dossier. 
T his com­ 
m entary w as upon a secret dossier docu­ 
m ent w hich w as im properly rem oved 
from his < P icq u art’s) departm ent. 
T urning to the second portion of the 
dossier, P icquart described a num ber of 
docum ents in it as forgeries and said 
the police reports therein 
contained 
showed nothing serious against D rey­ 
fus. 
C ontinuing his exam ination of the 
secret dossier, Colonel Pioquart 
ex­ 
plained how he had acquired th e con­ 
viction th a t the bordereau w as w ritten 
by Esterhazy and how he ascertained 
th at the anti-D reyfus proofs w ere w orth­ 
iest).m e w itness earnestly asserted th at 
the first occasion on w hich he saw Es­ 
terhazy 's nam e w as w hen he read the 
address of the petit bleu. 
He said he 
Was not acquainted w ith Esterhazy aud 
never had Esterhazy w atched. 
Previous to this the utm ost efforts 
had been m ade to prove the contrary 
and to show P icquart knew E sterhazy 
before tn e discovery of the p etit bleu. 
W hat the w itness gathered about Es­ 
terhazy ’s 
character, 
he 
continued, 
created th e w orst im pression upon him , 
b at he learned nothing to connect Ester- 
hazy w ith any act of espionage.

“ His insistence, how ever, only in ­ 
creased my uneasiness regarding him 
and I resolved to obtain a specim en of 
his handw riting. 
I w as im m ediately 
struck w ith the sim ilarity of his h and­ 
w riting and that of the bordereau aud, 
forthw ith had the letters of Esterhazy 
w hich were in m y possession photo­ 
graphed aud showed the photographs to 
M ajor D u P aty de Clam aud M. Ber- 
ulloti (the handw riting expert), be­ 
tw een Aug. 25 aud Sept. 5.” 
The colonel em phasized this point be­ 
cause M. B ertillon affirm s he saw the 
photographs in M ay, 1896, aud m ade a 
note of them , w hile th e letters w ere 
not w ritten on th a t date.

been used to discredit th e form er’s evi­ 
dence.

M athew D reyfus, the brother of C ap­ 
tain Dreyfus. 
The w itness, continuing, said: 
‘“ You know ,’ he m aintained, ‘th a t 
the bordereau is the jo in t w ork of Al­ 
fred aud M atthew D reyfus. ’ 
M. Bertillon said: 
“ ‘T h at is the w riting of the border­ 
eau.’ 
“ M. Bertillon tried to discover w here 
I had obtained the handw riting, but the 
only inform ation I im parted w as th a t it 
it w as current aud recent handw riting. 
“ M. Bertillon then suggested th a t it 
w as a tracing aud ended by saying that 
if it w as cu rren t handw riting it could 
only have em anated from some one 
w hom the Jew s had been exercising for 
a year in im itatin g the w riting of the 
bordereau.

They contained expres­ 
sions fam iliar to P aty de Clam . 
W itness next said he asked perm is­ 
sion to inquire into the sources of the 
articles, but was forbidden to interfere 
in any w ay w hatever. 
D escribing his interview w ith G eneral 
Gouse, Sept. 15, Picquart said: 
“ W hen" I asked G eneral Gouse for 
perm ission to continue the investigation, 
insisting on tne danger of allow ing the 
D reyfus fam ily to proceed w ith their in ­ 
vestigation alone, the general said it 
w as im possible in his opinion and in the 
opinion of G eneral de Boisdettre aud 
th e m inister of w ar to reopen the a f­ 
fair. 
W hen I pressed tile point, in or­ 
der to m a te G eneral Gonse understand 
th a t nothing could prevent its reopen­ 
ing if it could be believed D reyfus was 
I innocent, G eneral Gouse replied: 
“ If you say nothing, nobody will 
know .” 
“ G eneral,” I replied firmly, “ w hat 
you tell m e is abom inable. 
I do not 
know w hat I shall do. B ut I w on’t carry 
th is secret w ith m e.” 
[G reat sensa­ 
tion.] 
Though forbidden, he continued his 
investigation and w as removed as head 
of the intelligence departm ent. He w as 
sent on a mission to Tunis, w hich ought 
to have been entrusted to a com m issary 


°*lEeiiry, abandoning his underhand in ­ 
trigues, began a cam paign of open per­ 
secution. 
H enry w rote to the w itness, 
accusing him of com m unicating in ­ 
form ation to the press, w ith disclosing 
the contents of secret docum ents aud 
w ith attem pting to suborn officers in 
connection w ith the petit bleu. 
It was 
then Picquart learned of the existence 
of the forged secret docum ents directed 
against him self and foresaw his ow u 
ru in if the D reytus affair w as reopened, 
and, to safeguard him self, he entrusted 
to a law yer friend a certain letter from 
G eneral Gonse, at the same tim e ac­ 
quainting the law yer w ith w hat he 
knew of Esterhazy, and instructing the 
law yer how he should intervene, “ if the 
occasion dem anded i t .’

W hen P icq u art’s furlough w as due, 
G eneral Le Utero, com m anding in Tunis, 
Was ordered to send Pioquart to tile 
frontier of Tripoli. L*3 Clerc com m ented 
to the w itness on this abnorm al order, 
ami Picquart confided to the general the 
probable reasons for it aud his belief in 
the innocence of D reytus.

Ulerc thereupon ordered n e q tla ft not to 
go bey cud Gabes. 
In the m eanw hile the cam paign in 
Paris was continued. 
E sterhazy a p ­ 
peared am oug tn e w itnesses aud ac­ 
cusers. 
Picquart here created a sensation by 
incidentally rem arking th at the ju ic e s 
in 1894 were sham efully deceived in 
having the docum ent containing the 
w ords “ Oette canaille de D —” com m u­ 
nicated to them . 
W itness bitterly recited the details of 
the various m achinations w ith the view 
of incrim inating him , instigated by 
H enry, E sterhazy and P aty de Clam. 
W hen P icquart concluded, both G en­ 
eral Roget aud G eneral M errier jum ped 
up and asked to In* heard contradictorily. 
Colonel Jouaust asked G eneral Roget 
to speak first. 
He thereupon faced 
Colonel Picquart, w ho replied prom ptly 
to his question, w hich the general de­ 
livered in a theatrical m anner aud w ith 
frequent gestures. 
G eneral M ereier adopted a quieter de­ 
m eanor. 
N either, how ever, said an y ­ 
th in g w hich could be described as d am ­ 
aging to Colonel P icq u art’s evidence.

Aug. IO.—When the 
goo md trial by courtmartial of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus, charged with treason, 
w i> resumed in the Lycee Colonel Pie* 
quart, former chief of the intelligence 
department of the war office, was called 
to the witness stand and continued his 
deposition. 
He first replied to General 
Boget's attacks upon him. 
Koget was given permission to reply, 
which he did later on. 
Maitre Mornard. who argued the case 
iii behalf of the Dreyfus family for the 
revision of the prisoner’s sente nee be­ 
fore the court of cassation, was present 
to assist M. Demauge, of counsel for 
the defense. 
Colonel Picquart later took up consid­ 
eration of the secret dossier. 
“This dossier,” said the witness, 
“may be divided into two parts. 
The 
first contains two documents: 
“Une—A document known as the 
D’Avignon document, the terms of 
which are about as follows: ‘Doubt the 
proofs. 
Service letters. Situation dan­ 
gerous for me with French officer. 
No 
i ii format: in from an officer of the line, 
important only as coming from the 
ministry. 
Already somewhere else. 
“Two—The document containing the 
words ‘Cette canaille de D—.* 
“ Three—A document which is noth­ 
ing but the report of a journey to Swit­ 
z e rla n d made in behalf of a foreign 
power. 
“The second part of the dossier,” 
continued Picquart, “consisted partly 
of a supplementary review of the first. 
It contained the gist of seven or eight 
documents, one of which, ‘cette canaille 
de d—,’ will serve for the purpose of 
crmparison. 
“It also contained the carrespondeuce 
of attaches ‘A’ aud ‘B.’ ” 
These initials, it should be borne in 
mind, represent Colonel Schwartzkop- 
peu, formerly German military at­ 
tache at Paris, and Major Pauizzardi, 
tile former military attache of Italy at 
the French capital. 
The witness next explained why Major 
Du Paty de Clam's translation of the 
D’Avignon document, which has been 
classed as idiotic, was open to doubt, 
aud way the document, if it had any 
meaning whatever, was as applicable to 
Esterhazy as to Dreyfus. 
Regarding the correspondence of the 
military attaches, the witness demon­ 
strated tile insignificance of the in­ 
formation asked for. 
Colonel Picquart then took up the 
“ C ette canaille de D—” document. 
He 
called the attention of the court to the 
fact mat it was addressed by Schwartz- 
koppeii to Paiiazzardi, aud not vice 
versa, as long believed. 
After giving his reasons for believing 
Dreyfus was uot the person referred to 
in that document, Pioquart showed 
how Paty de Clam endeavored to as­ 
cribe the authorship of the document 
to Panaz^rdi, with the view of estab­ 
lishing a^jouuectiou, which, in reality, 
did uot exist, between the various docu­ 
ments 
in 
the 
indictment 
against 
Dreyfus. 
The document referring to the French 
agent’s 
journey to 
Switzerland, of 
which Scil war tzkoppen is said to have 
been informed, was only slightly com­ 
mented upon by the witness, as he did 
uot attach importance to it. 
He spoke of Paty de Clam’s commen­ 
taries ou the secret dossier. 
This com­ 
mentary was upon a secret dossier docu­ 
ment which was improperly removed 
from his (Picquart’s) department. 
Turning to the second portion of the 
dossier, Picquart described a number of 
documents in it as forgeries aud said 
tile police reports therein contained 
showed nothing serious against Drey­ 
fus. 
Continuing his examination of the 
seoret dossier, Colonel Pioquart 
ex­ 
plained how he had acquired the con­ 
viction that the bordereau was written 
by Esterhazy and how he ascertained 
that the anti-Dreyfus proofs were worth­ 
less.j.ue witness earnestly asserted that 
the first occasion on which he saw Es­ 
terhazy ’s name was when he read the 
address of the petit bleu. 
He said he 
not acquainted with Esterhazy aud 
haver had Esterhazy watched. 
Previous to this the utmost efforts 
had been made to prove the contrary 
aud to show Picquart knew Esterhazy 
before tne discovery of the petit bleu. 
What the witness gathered about Es­ 
terhazy ’s 
character, 
he 
continued, 
created the worst impression upon him, 
out he learned nothing to connect Ester- 
iaizy with any act of espionage. There­ 
fore, he did uot mention his suspicious. 
An agent, however, was ordered to 
Watch Esterhazy, who had completely 
Compromised himself through his rela­ 
tions with an English oompany, oi 
which he had agreed to beoome a di­ 
rector. 
“That could not be permitted in the 
Case of a French officer,’ said Picquart. 
“ Moreover, Esterhazy gambled, led a 
hie of 
debauchery and lived wit ii 
MadamoaaUe Favs. ’! 


JU. a jot Lautli aud Deny, he said, wont 
to Basic to see a spy who promised to 
expose the leakage at tile war office, but 
returned without the intormatiou. 
He 
wondered whether they had uot imposed 
I lence on the spy. 
lie told General De Boisdeffre of In* 
information regarding Esterhazy. 
The 
latter applied tor a place iii the war 
office. 
Then he said: 
“ I communicated my impressions to 
my chiefs, who approved all my steps, 
aud tile application of Esterhazy was 
rejected. 
“ ills insistence, however, only in­ 
creased my uneasiness regarding him 
and I resolved to obtain a specimen of 
Ins handwriting. 
I was immediately 
struck with the similarity of Ins hand- 
writing and that of the bordereau and, 
forthwith had the letters of Esterhazy 
which were in my possession photo­ 
graphed aud showed the photographs to 
Major Du Paty de Clam aud M. Ber- 
tillott (the handwriting expert), be­ 
tween Aug. 25 aud Sept. 5.” 
The colonel emphasized this point be­ 
cause M. Bertiilon affirms lie saw the 
photographs in May, 1896, and made a 
note of them, while the letters were 
not written on that date. 
The conflicting testimony of Pio­ 
quart aud Bertiilon ou this point had 
been used to discredit the former’s evi­ 
dence. 
Colonel Picquart, continuing, said 
Paty de Clam, on seeing the writing 
forthwith declared it 
was that of 
Mathew Dreyfus, the brother of Cap­ 
tain Dreyfus. 
The witness, continuing, said: 
“ ‘You know,’ he maintained, ‘that 
the bordereau is the joint work of Al­ 
fred aud Matthew Dreyfus. ’ 
M. Bertiilon said: 
“ ‘That is the writing of the border­ 
eau.’ 
“ M. Bertiilon tried to discover where 
I had obtained the handwriting, but the 
only information I imparted was that it 
it was current and recent handwriting. 
“ M. Bertiilon then suggested that it 
was a tracing aud ended by saying that 
if it was current handwriting it could 
only have emanated from some one 
whom the Jews had been exercising for 
a year in imitating the writing of the 
bordereau. 
He found the words “ I am going to 
the manoeuvres” might apply to Ester­ 
hazy as well as Dreyfus. 
He resolved 
to examine the secret dossier. He found 
instead of matters of gravely import­ 
ance he expected, nothing but a docu­ 
ment which might apply just as much 
to Esterhazy as to Dreyfus, au unim­ 
portant document mentioning D’Avig­ 
non aud a document which it seemed 
absurd to anply to Dreyfus, namely tile 
“Cette canaille de D—” document, also 
other apparently worthless matter. 
He laid ais proofs before General de 
Boisdeffre, who told him to see General 
Gonse, who, when he had given his in­ 
formation, said: “So a mistake has 
been made.” 
Esterhazy went to the great manoeu­ 
vres. 
The compaign in the newspapers com­ 
menced. 
Attacks 
appeared against 
Dreyfus. 
The information regarding the bor­ 
dereau contained in them convinced 
blin that they had been inspired by 
some one closely connected with the 
Dreyfus affair. They contained expres­ 
sions familiar to Paty de Clam. 
Witness next said he asked permis­ 
sion to inquire into the sources of the 
articles, but was forbidden to interfere 
in any way whatever. 
Describing his interview with General 
Gouse, Sept. 15, Picquart said: 
“ W hen"! asked General Gouse for 
permission to continue the investigation, 
insisting on tne danger of allowing the 
Dreyfus family to proceed with their in­ 
vestigation alone, the general said it 
was impossible in his opinion and in the 
opinion of General de Boisdeffre and 
the minister of war to reopen the af­ 
fair. 
When i pressed the point, in or­ 
der to make General Gouse understand 
that nothing could prevent its reopen­ 
ing if it could be believed Dreyfus was 
innocent, General Gouse replied: 
“If you say nothing, nobody will 
know.” 
“General,” I replied firmly, “ what 
you tell me is abominable. 
I do uot 
know what I shall do. But I won’t carry 
this secret with me.” [Great sensa­ 
tion. J 
Though forbidden, he continued his 
investigation and was removed as head 
of the intelligence department. He was 
sent on a mission to Tunis, which ought 
to have been entrusted to a commissary 
of police. 
Henry, abandoning his underhand in­ 
trigues, began a campaign of open per­ 
secution. 
Henry wrote to the witness, 
accusing him of communicating in­ 
formation to rile press, with disclosing 
the contents of secret documents aud 
with attempting to suborn officers in 
connection with the petit bleu. 
It was 
then Picquart learned of the existence 
of the forged secret documents directed 
against himself aud foresaw his own 
ruin if the Dreyius affair was reopened, 
and, to safeguard himself, he entrusted 
to a lawyer friend a certain letter from 
General Gonse, at the same time ac­ 
quainting the lawyer with what he 
knew of Esterhazy, and instructing the 
lawyer how he should intervene, “if the 
occasion demanded it.” This lawyer, 
M. Leblois, communicated with 
M. 
Scheurer-Kestuer, then one of the vice 
presidents of the senate and the repre­ 
sentations of the latter to Premier 
Meline’s government followed. 
When Picquart’s furlough was due, 
General Le Chere, commanding in Tunis, 
was ordered to send Picquart to the 
frontier of Tripoli. Le Clerc commented 
to the witness on this abnormal order, 
and Picquart confided to the general the 
probable reasons for it aud his belief in 
the innocence of Dreyfus- General Le 


Clerc thereupon* ordered ITcqhaft not to 
go beyond Gabes. 
In tile meanwhile the campaign it 
Pan* was continued. 
Esterhazy ap- 
j pealed among tile witnesses aud ac­ 
cusers. 
Picquart here created a sensation by 
incidentally remarking that the juices 
in I sill were shametully deceived in 
having the document containing the 
words “Cette canaille de D— ” commu­ 
nicated to them. 
Witness bitterly recited the detaiis of 
the various machinations with the view 
of incriminating him, instigated by 
Henry, Esterhazy and Paty de Clam. 
When Picquart concluded, both Gen­ 
eral Koget and General Merrier jumped 
upand asked to bt* heard contradictorily. 
Colonel Jouaust asked General Koget 
to speak first. 
He thereupon faced 
Colonel Picquart, who replied promptly 
to his question, which the general de­ 
livered in a theatrical manner and with 
frequent gestures. 
General Merrier adopted a quieter de­ 
meanor. 
Neither, however, said any­ 
thing which could be described as dam­ 
aging to Colonel Pioquart’s evidence.

A HANDICAP TO TRADE. 


Dun'* H evin v Say* It I* th e A dvance Ic 


P rices—T h e S h o rta ge o f Steel. 


The Failure*. 


N ew York, Aug. 19.—It. G. Dun & 
do.’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
day said in part : 
The Cramps have discharged mam 
hundred hands, and ask Russia to ex 
tend time for completion of two war 
ships because they cannot get the steel 
Completion of 21 out of J? vessels build 
iug in the Delaware is also affected.

is a curious experience for this country 
but shows the gigantic expansion of 
home demand. No one can question tilt 
fact that payments through tile priuci 
pal clearinghouses have been in August 
55.9 per cent larger than iii J892 for tilt 
month thus far, and outside New York 
23 per cent. 
No better test of the volume of busi­ 
ness is known, but there is a glowing 
handicap in the advance of prices. 
How long anti how far this advance can 
go without reaction 
is the problem 
winch level-headed business men arc 
studying. 
Evidences of checked con 
sumption are rare, but it would be 
childish to hope that at some point 
higher prices would uot hinder buying. 
in iron the question of steel billets, 
which the great consuming companies 
have bought far in advance, so that all 
new orders have a narrow market. For 
six mouths billets have sold at $4 to $6 
higher than the rails made from them. 
Other demands, uot covered by con­ 
tracts, are mainly for various shapes 
aud sizes only prescribed in contracts. 
While prices have risen 25 cents for 
southern pigirou, 50 cents for Chicago 
local coke aud 75 cents for Grey forge 
at Pittsburg, rails have advauced $1 per 
ton, with work covered for all the year, 
aud 400,000 tons or more takeu beyond 
what can be delivered until next year. 
Other finished products do uot change, 
although the demaud at all points ex­ 
ceeds present capacity. 
For wool, Coates’ circular for Aug. I 
still holds good, although inside quota­ 
tions are more often made. 
Sales for three weeks have been 28,- 
399,990 pounds, against 13,996,500 last 
year, 38,530,305 iii 1897 and 23,365,400 
in the-same weeks of 1892. Goods have 
advauced further, especially in oassi- 
meres, cheviots aud cotton warp cash­ 
meres, aud the tendency is upward in 
nearly all grades. 
Wheat has advanced about I cent dur­ 
ing the week. 
Exports of wheat iii three weeks have 
been from both coasts, flour included, 
9,973,764 bushels, against 
IO, 114,246 
bushels last year, and the western re­ 
ceipts have been 
11,864,696 bushels, 
against 9,015,189 bushels last year, but 
it is also significant that corn has risen 
three-eighths of a cent, with receipts of 
3,026,692 bushels for the week, against 
3,514,162 bushels last year, while the ex­ 
ports 
have 
been 4,034,302 
bushels, 
against 2,370,302 bushels last year. The 
figures clearly do not indicate a m a­ 
terial decrease in foreign demand on 
the whole, although for wheat it is 
somewhat smaller that! appeared in 
July. 
Failures for the week have been 156 
in the United States, against 154 last 
year, and 24 in Canada, against 17 last 
year.

French soldiers, who fouud a glorious 
grave at St. Privat, also fought bravely 
aud heroically for their emperor and 
father laud. 
“ When our flags are lowered in greet­ 
ing before this brouze statue and flut­ 
ter mournfully over the graves of our 
dear comrades, may they wave over the 
tombs of our foes and which whisper 
that we drank sorrowiugly of their 
brave deeds. It is with deep thanks 
aud an upward glance to the Lord of 
Hosts for the guidance he so mercifully

On top of this copper 
cable is another smaller cable, about 
the size of a telegraph wire, lying 
loose. As a train passes along a power­ 
ful magnet on the bottom of the cars 
lifts this smaller wire, which there­ 
upon becomes electrically charged for 
the length of the cars, but, It is as­ 
serted. is at the same time dead ami 
harmless two feet ahead of or behind 
the car. 
The owners of this third rail system 
claim to hold unassailable patents. 
President William H. Baldwin, Jr., of 
the Long Island railroad, in speaking 
of the tests the other day, said: 
“These tests have been made on our 
road for the last few' months in an 
experimental sort of wray. I have been

The Long Island road, on a half mile 
stretch in a carefully guarded inclosure 
near Jamaica, has recently been test 
iug a third rail electricity carrying de­ 
vice for which the Inventor claims 
economy, effectiveness and safety. The 
third rail carrying the current aud laid 
unguarded between the other two rails, 
which was adopted by many roads, 
proved dangerous in the extreme, for 
any one stepping from the innocuous 
outside rails to the electrically charged 
third rail immediately completed a cir­ 
cuit aud received the full force of tho 
current. 
Injury alw ays resulted and 
very often death. 
This was an In­ 
superable objection to the system, aud 
since then safety has been one of the 
results striven for. 
The system the Long Island railroad 
Is trying consists, according to the 
New York Tribune, of a copper cable 
carrying the current, which is set in 
a hollow wooden beam running along 
the ties parallel with and equidistant 
from the rails. On top of this copper 
cable Is another smaller cable, about 
the size of a telegraph wire, lying 
loose. As a train passes along a power­ 
ful magnet on the bottom of the cars 
lifts this smaller wire, which there­ 
upon becomes electrically charged for 
the length of the cars, but, It is as­ 
serted. is at the same time dead ami 
harmless two feet ahead of or behind 
the ear. 
The owners of this third rail system 
claim to hold 
unassailable 
patents. 
President W illiam H. Baldwin, Jr., of 
the Long Island railroad, in speaking 
of the tests the other day, said: 
“These tests have been made on our 
road for the last few* months In an 
experimental sort of way. I have been 
much interested in the development of 
this idea. It seem s to have the neces­ 
sary elem ents for a successful third 
rail system . I have no personal inter­ 
est whatsoever in the matter, beyond 
the desire to find some third rail sy s­ 
tem that w ill prove economical, effect­ 
ive and safe. 
If the owners of this 
system are ready to make a business 
proposition for its use, we would con­ 
sider favorably the application of that 
system for experim ental use, with a 
view to its adoption.

W hen they had finished they returned 
to the speakers’ platform and passed 
up the baskets. They were laden with 
banknotes of all denominations, checks, 
drafts. Jewelry and other collateral 
of value. 
It is estimated that $1,500 
was taken In. 
Tile ushers passed to 
their respective seats and waited un­ 
til the benediction had been said. 
Dr. 
Simpson announced that another m eet­ 
ing was to be held at 7 o’clock, and 
many remained In their seats until 
after the service at th at hour. 
The 
Rev. William 
La Barouche led the 
service, Dr. Simpson not appearing on 
the platform until nearly time to close 
the service. 
Then he again told about 
the collections of money each year, 
and asked tile ushers to pass among 
the people. 
Another stream of silver 
and paper flowed into the baskets, aud 
when, at 8:15, the service was closed 
there was $3,000 more. 
At 9 o’clock the Sunday school ses­ 
sion was held. Summer residents com­ 
menced to appear from the village, 
and it was easy to see even at that 
early hour th at the attendance would 
exceed previous records. 
The excur­ 
sion trains also had commenced to a r­ 
rive then, and their hum an freight 
started for tile grove as soon as It was 
discharged from the cars.

into ids keeping. 
Then he asked his 
audience not to let the reports circu­ 
lated about him have any effect on 
their liberality. 
As he said this there 
was shouting of “Amen!” in all parts of 
the grove. 
Then the doctor preached 
a short sermon and closed by asking 
all to jolr In singing. 
Almost before singing had stopped 
the signal was given to the ushers, and 
they started down the aisles.

with difficulty th at they made their 
way to the crowd back of the seats. 
Twice they were obliged to return to 
the platform and leave the heaped up 
baskets. They were fully half an hour 
m aking this collection, and how much 
they secured is unknown. Good judges, 
however, say th at the total of offerings 
at this meetiug m ust have been $60,- 
000. 
Hand baskets were brought into 
use. and it was after the noon hour 
when the benediction was asked.

yet waiting for the afternoon meeting 
to commence many of the converts 
passed through the crowd describing 
wonderful cures th at had been made 
during the two weeks’ session of the 
society.

Aug. 13, 
another service was held and another 
collection was taken. 
A man who is interested personally 
with Dr. Simpson was asked how- 
much had been collected.

Dr. Simpson said 
that he had decided not to give out 
any figures. 
“But.” he added, “the 
collection was quite large; in fact. I 
think It Is far ahead of any previous 
year.”

It was tile closing 
of the two w eeks’ convention at < Md 
Orchard Beach, .Vie., and Hie annual 
collection was taken. 
Bot ii I »r. Sim p­ 
son and his assistan ts positively re­ 
fuse to state the am ount received, 
but it is generally understood thnt it is 
nearly if not quite if 120.000. The doc­ 
tor also replied to charges recently 
m ade to the effect that he misused the 
money 
annually 
collected 
by 
him. 
W hile his reply caused no sensation, 
there was much talk am ong the elders. 
People commenced to arrive S a tu r­ 
day night. Aug. 12. to !>e present a t the 
great meetings the next day. 
Barly 
morning excursion trains came from 
all parts of Maine. New H am pshire 
and Vermont. M assachusetts also sent 
train loads. 
It is estim ated that 20,000 
people were In town at 3 o’clock Sun­ 
day afternoon. Aug. 13. On S aturday 
Dight, Aug. 12, Or. Simpson, with his 
assistant s. held a long vigil of prayer, 
asking that their efforts to break all 
previous records at money collecting 
t>e successful. 
At f> o’clock the next 
morning the first service of the day 
was held. 
There w as an unusually 
large crowd present for a meeting be­ 
fore daybreak. 
As soon as the little 
ball in the tow er on the northeast cor

nar of the Tabernacle in the grove had 
ceased ringing, Dr. Simpson came on 
the speakers’ platform aud dropped to 
his knees in prayer. For half an hour 
praying was continued, one brother 
com m encing as soon as another had 
finished. 
W hen all who desired to do so had 
offered supplication Dr. Simpson a sk ­ 
ed the congregation to join in singing 
"P raise (iud from Whom All Blessings 
Flow .” 
The echo of the last words of 
the chorus had not died aw ay when 
Dr. Simpson announced th at it was tile 
day of m e annual missionary offering, 
find called upon Ids congregation in the 
nam e of God to give freely. 
Young 
men aud women took little wicker 
baskets and went through the aisles. 
W hen they had finished they returned 
to the speakers’ platform and passed 
up the baskets. 
They were laden with 
banknotes of all denominations, checks, 
drafts, Jewelry and other collateral 
of value. 
It Is estim ated that $1,500 
w as taken In. 
The ushers passed to 
their respective seats and waited un­ 
til the benediction had been said. 
Dr. 
Simpson announced th a t another m eet­ 
ing was to be held at 7 o’clock, and 
m any remained lo their seats until 
a fte r the service at th at hour. 
The 
Rev. 
William 
La Barouche led the 
service, Dr. Simpson not appearing on 
the platform until nearly time to close 
the service. 
Then he again told about 
the collections of money each year, 
and asked tile ushers to pass am ong 
the people. 
Another stream of silver 
and paper flowed into the baskets, and 
when, at 8:15, the service was closed 
there was $3,000 more. 
At 9 o’clock the Sunday school ses­ 
sion was held. Sum m er residents com­ 
menced to appear from tile village, 
and it was easy to see even at that 
early hour that the attendance would 
exceed previous records. 
The excur­ 
sion trains also had commenced to ar 
rive then, and their hum an freight 
started for the grove as soon as It was 
discharged from the cars. At that hour 
testim onials from some of those who 
had been cured of disease aud infirmi­ 
ties were given. 
This had a tendency 
to unloosen pocketbooks, for a t that 
service over $16,000 was taken.

When Dr Simpson offered prayer at 
IIO 3o a rn., there were fully 12.ohm per 
stms within hearing of his voice 
His 
prayer was short, hut forceful. 
He de 
pictfil 
tin* scenes 
in 
foreign 
lands 
among trie heathen and asked God to 
Inspire lits hearers to give freely to 
help along tile cause of converting the 
ignorant 
Win ti lie had finished, every 
one joined with fin* choir in singing n 
j hymn, and limn a chapter of Scripture 
was read. 
Din* of the brothers m ade a 
few rem arks, and then Dr. Simpson 
again cam e on to til** platform . 
Step­ 
ping to tin* front, he raised his hands 
above his head, and. closing his eyes, 
offered a short prayer. 
He held in one 
hand a new spaper, arid when lie coni­ 
m e n e ^ speaking in* re ferret I to the 
charges, and in a talk of less than two 
m inutes disposed of his subject. 
He 
denied th a t there was ground for any 
allegations against him and said that 
if requested he would give ail itemized 
account of all tin* money ever given 
into Ills keeping. 
Then he asked his 
audience not to lot tile reports circu­ 
lated about him have any effect on 
their liberality. 
As ho said this there 
was shouting of ’‘Amen!” in all parts of 
tile grove. 
Then the doctor preached 
a short sermon aud closed by asking 
all to jolt iii singing. 
Almost before singing had stopped 
the signal w as given to the ushers, and 
they started down the aisles. 
It was 
with difficulty that they m ade their 
way to the crowd back of the seats. 
Twice they were obliged to return to 
the platform aud leave the heaped up 
baskets. 
They were fully half an hour 
m aking this collection, and how much 
they secured is unknown. Good Judges, 
however, say th at the total of offerings 
at this meeting m ust have been $60,- 
000. 
H and baskets were brought into 
use. aud it was a fte r the noon hour 
when the benediction was asked. 
Another service was to be held at I 
o’clock, and no one was willing to take 
the chance of losing his seat by going 
dowu town. 
While the people were 
yet w aiting for the afternoon meeting 
to com m ence many of the converts 
passed through the crowd describing 
wonderful cures th at had been made 
during the two w eeks’ session of the 
society. 
A woman who had suffered 
from childhood with a deform ed leg 
had prayed, and the limb w as straig h t­ 
ened. 
A mau who for m any years had 
been a drunkard had come to the m eet­ 
ings. prayed, believed and now had no 
desire for drink. 
A wom an who had 
been throw n from a carriage by a 
horse running aw ay said that one of 
lier rills had been broken and driven 
into her lung. 
Doctors were of no 
avail. 
Their treatm ent had done her 
no good, 
but after coming to Old 
Orchard last year she had asked the 
G reat Physician to relieve her. aud she 
was now well. Scores of other rem ark­ 
able cures were mentioned. 
W hen the I o’clock meeting com­ 
menced, there was a still larger crowd 
present. 
Another collection was taken, 
but the am ount fell off apparently.

the children’s meeting little tots gave 
up their pennies ami in several in­ 
stances brought the little banks w hich 
for years had sat on the shelf at home 
to receive the pieces, 
one by one. 
P arents took rolls of bills and gave 
them to the children th a t tile little 
ones m ight add to Hie g n a t collection. 
One of the leaders saki afte r the serv­ 
ice th at undoubtedly this offering was 
the greatest ever made by children. 
The next service had hardly com­ 
menced when a heavy thunder showier j 
began and rain fell fast. 
One of the 
speakers cried out to Hie audience to 
keep their seats, as a little rain was 
needed for the good of God’s fields, 
and th a t while w ater could injure 
the clothing It could not harm the 
soul. Cries of “Amen!” rang through 
the crowd and few people left the 
grova. 
The showrer was soon over 
and the wicker baskets again went 
through the crowd. Money rained into 
them alm ost as fast as the w ater had 
fallen during the thunder shower. In­ 
tense 
excitem ent 
prevailed 
In 
the 
grove, men with rolls of bank bills, 
handfuls of silver or holding checks 
between their fingers aud waving them 
frantically a t the ushers, were seen 
on all sides. 
Six more heaping baskets 
were nearly filled, and the meetings 
were closed until 5 o’clock. 
The a t­ 
tendance fell off noticeably at that 
hour. 
T he excursion trains had com­ 
menced to take the visitors home, 
while others went to their hotels to 
seek rest. 
Sunday evening. Aug. 13. 
another service was held and another 
collection was taken. 
A m an who is interested personally 
with 
Dr. 
Simpson was asked how- 
much had been collected. 
H e would 
express no opinion until he had con­ 
sulted his chief. 
Dr. Simpson said 
that he had decided not to give out 
any figures. 
“B ut,” he added, “the 
collection w as quite large; in fact. I 
think it is far ahead of any previous 
year.” 
At 9 o’clock it was said that 
the am ount would reach $120,000.

philip C. H anna, who was the last 
0f the United States consuls to San 
iauh. Porto I.leo. suns that that island 
will prove tit he tin* best territorial ac­ 
quisition m ade by the Toited States in 
the past 4u years. 
Mr. H anna gave up 
the consulship Aug. I aud is now in 
the United States enjoying rest after 
his otiicial labor, says the New York 
Sun. 
••Porto Rico.” said the form er consul, 
“is not like the other islands th at have 
co me into our possession, inasm uch as 
there is not a spark of that insurgent 
feeling am ong the inhabitants that 
I here is in the other islands. 
The is­ 
landers as a people are not aggressive; 
they are not contentious, nor are they 
uf that class th a t in its leisure mo­ 
m e nts com pares its condition with that 
of the classes above it in order to tind 
some source of discontent or hatred to 
the existing order of things. They are 
philosophical to a fault, and when they 
*ee that a tiling will not go exactly in 
the direction th a t they would have it, 
they accept the situation and wait. 
“After the Porto Ricans have been 
awhile under United States rule, that 
is. after some form of self government 
has been given to them, with all the 
legal benefits th a t accrue therefrom . 
they will be found to be the best 
American citizens outside tile United 
States, and, more than that, they will 
prove 
to 
be 
better 
citizens 
than 
many witliiu the States. 
When Uncle 
Sam got Porto Rico he got a good 
thing, and all th a t is necessary now is 
to place it under a free ami liberal gov 
crnment. 
“As a class, the islanders are indus­ 
trious and moral, aud the women are 
very religious. 
It has been said by 
some that th e m arriage laws were not 
held in very high esteem, by tile poor- | 
cr people, but there is a cogent reason 
for that. 
According to the religious j 
training of the people, no m arriage j 
among Porto Ricans was considered 
binding unless the ceremonies were 
performed by the church. 
Now, in or- j 
der for a poor man to get a church 
marriage in Porto Rico, he would have j 
to pay tile accum ulation of two years’ j 
savings. 
R ath er than do that he says 
to his wife, “W e will take this money | 
and furnish a house and therein bring j 
up our children. D uring my tw o years’ : 
sojourn on the island I have known of 
a great many cases of such m arriages, I 
and I do not think I can cite one whore ,

“ It is am using at times to see the 
infections of Yankee spirit which have 
sprcnil am ong the majority of our new 
West Indian citizens. 
On July 4 last 
they acted with a degree of patriotic 
enthusiasm that is rarely seen iu the 
States. They held athletic games of ail 
kinds, in which there was a rare m ix­ 
ture of American customs and old 
Spanish usages. 
They had barbecues, 
picnics, parades, bonfires and pyro­ 
technic displays that almost c a s t the 
exuberant patriotism of til*' States in 
the shade. 
There is no doubt but that 
the Porto Ricaus will become the most 
Americanized of new Americans.” 


EVAPORATED BANANAS. 


A X e w D e l i c a c y t o B e P l a c e d I lion 
t h e \ m c r i r a t i M a r k e t . 
Evaporated bananas are to be a new 
delicacy in the m arkets of the United 
States. 
Mr. A rthur F. Spawn of Haiti 
more is said to he the originator of the 
idea and after ti trip to Jam aica lias 
sent representatives down 
there to 
erect a plant for carrying out tile plan 
As yet tile evaporation idea is in its in­ 
fancy, lint there seems to be no doubt 
that it will be perfected, and bananas 
th at now cannot be shipped from J a ­ 
maica in the natural state will reach 
the m arkets of the United States in 
another form. 
Mr. Spaw n expects to place his first 
evaporated fruit on the m arket this 
fall, says the Baltimore Sun. 
W hat­ 
ever may be tho state of the w eather 
the prepared banana can reach the 
m arket in an attractive state without 
being affects! by the sum m er heat 
or w inter chill, as is the case with fruit 
when forw arded in its original bunch 
from the plant. 
In a small way tile 
evaporated fruit lias been tried in E u­ 
rope, to which country it is impossible 
to send it in tile natural state. 
Con­ 
fectioners like evaporated bananas as 
a base for candied fruits, ami bakers 
can use them in a variety of ways. 
Bananas have been evaporated to 
some extent in Nicaragua, and. accord 
ing to authentic information, if the 
plan 
proves successful the industry 
will be introduced into the banana pro-

m ake tile American coal exhibit one of 
tile most interesting and prom inent at 
the exposition. 
The coal exhibit will lie prominent 
in tin* United States departm ent, and 
will bt* arranged in handsome glass 
eases, 7 feet high and 4 feet in length. 
Necessarily no large samples can be 
accommodated in such an exhibit, and 
it is preferable that small cubes of 
about four pounds weight should be 
sent, says the New York Post. 
The 
place wio re found <>r mined, the 111i* k 
ness of the seam, the analysis of the 
foal, are particularly sought from ex 
hibitors. 
View's of collieries, works, 
shipping arrangem ents, steam colliers, 
barges, etc., will also be shown. 
The A nthracite Coal O perators’ asso­ 
ciation in its letter fur August. Issued 
iu full the other day, deprecates th** 
fact th a t the commissioner lins not 
seen fit to give enough space to min­ 
eral exhibits, anti suggests that unless 
this can be done the exhibits will have 
little or no commercial value. 
The 
association will, therefore, m ake no 
united effort to dem onstrate the value 
of American coal as it would have 
done had sufficient space been given.

W hen Uncle 
Sam got Porto Rico he got a good 
thing, and all t h a t is necessary now is 
to place it u n d e r a free aud liberal gov 
eminent. 
"As a class, t h e islanders are in d us­ 
trious and moral, au d the w om en are 
very religious. 
It has been said by 
seine that tile m a r r ia g e laws were not 
held in very high esteem- by tile poor­ 
er people, but th e re is a cogent reason 
for that. 
According to the religious 
training o f th e people, no m a rria g e 
among P o rto R icans w as considered 
lending unless th e ceremonies were 
performed by tile church.

A S e w It ellPHey t o B e P l a c e d I l i o n 
t h e \ m e r i t -}!ii M a r k e t . 
E v a p o ra te d b a n a n a s a re to be a new 
delicacy in the m a rk e ts of the United 
States. 
Mr. A rth u r F. S p aw n of Haiti 
more is said to be the originator of the 
idea and a f te r a trip to Ja m a ic a has 
sent 
representatives d o w n 
there to 
erect a plant for c a r r y in g out tile plan. 
As yet tile evaporation idea is in its in­ 
fancy, bitt there seem s to be no doubt 
th a t it will be perfected, and b a n a n a s 
t h a t now cannot be shipped from J a ­ 
maica in the n a tu ra l sta te will reach 
the m a rk e ts of the United States in 
a n o th e r form. 
Mr. Sp aw n expects to place his first 
e vaporated fruit on the m a rk e t tills 
fall, say s the Baltimore Sun. 
W h a t ­ 
ever m ay bo the s ta te of the w e a th e r 
the prepared b a n a n a can reach the 
m a r k e t in an a ttra c tiv e state without 
being affects! by the s u m m e r heat 
or w in ter chill, as is the case with fruit 
w hen fo rw ard ed in its original bunch 
from the plant. 
In a small w ay the 
evaporated fruit h a s been tried in E u ­ 
rope, to which country it is impossible 
to send it in the n a tu ra l state. 
Don- 
foctioners like ev a p o ra te d ba n a n a s as 
a base for candied fruits, and bakers 
can use them in a variety of ways. 
B a n a n a s have been evaporated to 
som e e x te n t in Nicaragua, aud. accord 
ing to a uthentic information, if the 
plan proves successful 
the industry 
will be introduced into the banana pro­ 
ducing 
districts 
th ro u g h o u t Central 
America, the West Indies aud p roba­ 
bly all other tropical and semitropical 
regions where the b a n a n a is grown. 
The general method of evaporation 
is th a t pursued with juicy fruits. 
The 
thoroughly ripe b a n a n a is placed in 
a n oven and subjected to heat for 24 
to 48 hours, as m ay be required. 
T he 
s u g a r crystallizes on the outside. 
The 
e v aporated product is then packed in 
boxes 
for 
the wholesale trade. 
It 
takes six pounds of fresh 
fruit to 
m a k e one pound 
evaporated; hence 
th e economy of space in trasporting is 
im portant, to say nothing of the sa v ­ 
ing in preventing decay in transit.

Much Interest has been taken In the 
experimental work of Hon. A. L. Van 
Ostlel of Yankton county, S. I)., in his 
endeavors to prevent the Missouri river 
from washing away the banks. 
L. T. 
Sweezey of Vermillion, S. I)., president 
of the Clay County hank, recently 
wrote to Mr. Van Osdel for informa­ 
tion, aud lie has received an answer, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Mr. Van Osdel writes that he has met 
with success beyond expectations. He 
has no doubt solved the perplexing 
question of Missouri river washing for 
good, 
lie has planted over a mile of 
the river with willow bundles, aud the 
washing away of .lie bank has stopped. 
He places three bundles of the willows, 
each about six feet in length and just 
large enough to be held down by a 
stone, in one place, the groups being 
from IO to 25 yards apart. 
The bun 
dies are fastened to a tree or stake on 
the bauk. 
The cost, Mr. Van Osdel states, has 
been about $150 for the mile of work. 
The stones are held in place in a wire 
netting about IG inches square. 
No 
boat is needed, since the bundles can 
be thrown from the bauk. 
Mr. Van 
Osdel writes that the river has com­ 
menced cutting into ma land at a place 
above his workings, lh sandy soil, and 
that he will plant the willow bundles 
along the river as below. 
If it works 
j successfully there, it will work any­ 
where. The owners of laud along the 
Missouri river below Vermillion are 
taking great interest in the experi­ 
ments.

Boget was given permission to reply, 
which he did later on. 
Maitre Moruard. who argued the case 
in behalf of the Dreyfus fam ily for the 
revision of the prisoner’s sente nee be- 
fore the court of cassation, w as present 
to assist M. Dem auge, of counsel tor 
the defeuvte. 
Colonel P icquart later took up consid­ 
eration of the secret dossier. 
• This 
d ossier,” 
said the w itness, 
“ may be divided into two parts. 
The 
first contains tw o docum ents: 
**Uue— A docum ent known as the 
D ’Avignon 
docum ent, the term s of 
which are about as tollows: 
'Doubt the 
proofs. 
Service letters. Situation dan­ 
gerous for m e w ith French officer.

tache at Paris, aud M ajor Pauizzardi, 
the former m ilitary attache of Italy at 
the French capital. 
The witness next explained why M ajor 
Du Paty de C lam 's translation of the 
D ’Avignon docum ent, which has been 
classed as idiotic, was open to doubt, 
aud way the document, if it had any 
meaning whatever, was as applicable to 
Esterhazy as to Drey I us.

He spoke of Paty de Clam ’s commem 
taries on the secret dossier.

m entary was upon a secret dossier docu­ 
m ent which was improperly removed 
from his (P ioqu art’s) departm ent.

never had Esterhazy watched. 
Previous to this the utmost efforts 
hail been made to prove the contrary 
aud to show Picquart knew E sterh aiv 
before tne discovery of the petit bleu. 
What the w itness gathered about Es- 
Wrhazy’s 
character, 
he 
continued, 
created the worst impression upon him, 
but he learued nothing!*) connect Ester- 
Lazy with any act of espionage. There­ 
fore, he did uot mention his suspicions. 
An agent, however, 
was ordered to 
Watch Ester hazy, who had completely 
compromised him self through his rela­ 
tion . with an 
English oompauy, of 
which he had agreed to bicorne a di­ 
rector. 
“ That could uot be permitted in tne 
case el a French officer,’ said Picquett.

M ajor Lauth and Heuy, he said, weut 
to Bu sic to see a spy who promised to 
expose the leakage at the war office, but 
returned without the inform ation.

Mathew Dreyfus, the brother of C ap­ 
tain Dreyfus. 
The witness, continuing, said: 
“ ‘You know ,’ lie m aintained, ‘that 
the bordereau is the jo in t work of Al­ 
fred and Matthew D reyfus.’ 
M. Bertilion said: 
“ ‘That is the w riting of the border­ 
eau.’ 
“ M. Bertillou tried to discover where 
I had obtained the handw riting, but the 
only inform ation I imparted was that it 
it was current aud recent handw riting. 
“ M. Bertillou then suggested that it 
was a tracing aud ended by saying that 
if it was current handw riting it could 
only have emanated from some one 
whom the .Tews had l>eeu exercising for 
a year iii im itating tne w riting of the 
bordereau. 
He found the words “ I am going to 
the manoeuvres” m ight apply to E ster­ 
hazy as well as Dreyfus. 
He resolved 
to exam ine the secret dossier. He found 
instead of m atters of gravely im port­ 
ance he expected, nothing but a docu­ 
m ent which might apply ju st as m uch 
to Esterhazy as to Dreyfus, an unim ­ 
portant document m entioning D ’A vig­ 
non aud a document which it seemed 
absurd to aoply to Dreyfus, namely the 
“ C ette canaille de D —” docum ent, also 
other apparently worthless m atter. 
He laid ais proofs before G eneral de 
Boisdeffre, who told him to see General 
Gouse, wiio, when he had given his iii - 
form ation, said: 
“ So a m istake 
has 
bee*n m ade.’* 
Esterhazy weut to the great manoeu­ 
vres. 
The compaigu iu the newspapers com ­ 
menced. 
Attacks 
appeared 
against 
Dreyfus. 
The inform ation regarding the bor­ 
dereau contained iu them convinced 
blin that they had beeu inspired by 
some one closely connected w ith the 
D reyfus affair. They contained expres­ 
sions fam iliar to Paty de Clam . 
W itness next said lie asked permis­ 
sion to inquire into tin* sources of tile 
a r t i c l e s , but was forbidden to interfere 
in any way whatever. 
Describing his interview w ith General 
Gouse. Sept. 15, Picquart said: 
“ W hen* I asked G eneral Gouse for 
permission to continue the investigation, 
insisting on tne danger of allowing the 
Dreyfus fam ily to proceed witn their in ­ 
vestigation alone, 
the general said it 
was impossible in his opinion aud in the 
opinion of General de Boisdeffre aud 
the m inister of war to reopen the a f­ 
fair. 
W hen i pressed the point, in or­ 
der to make General Goose understand 
that nothing could prevent its reopen­ 
ing if it could be believed Dreyfus was 
iuuocent, General Gouse replied: 
“ If you say nothing, nobody will 
know .”

Though forbidden, he continued his 
investigation aud was removed as head 
of the intelligence departm ent.

No one can question fbi 
fact that paym ents through the prima 
pal clearinghouses have been in August 
65.9 per cent larger than in 1892 for tin 
month thus far, and outside New York 
28 per cent. 
No better test of the volume of busi­ 
ness is known, but there is a growing 
handicap in 
tin* 
advance of prices. 
How long and h o w far this advance can 
go without reaction 
is th e problem 
which levelheaded business men are 
studying. 
Evidences of checked con 
sumption are rare, but it would 
be 
childish to hope that at some 
j»oiut 
higher prices would uot hinder buying. 
in iron the question of steel billets, 
which the great consuming companies 
have bought far in advance, so that all 
new orders have a narrow m arker. For 
six mouths billets have sold at $4 to #*> 
higher than the rails made from them. 
Other demands, uot covered by con­ 
tracts, are m ainly for various shapes 
and sizes ouly prescribed in contracts. 
W hile prices have risen 25 cents for 
southern pigirou, 50 cents for Chicago 
local ooke and 75 cents for Grey forge 
at Pittsburg, rails have advanced f I per 
ton, with work covered for all the year, 
aud 400,000 tons or more taken beyond 
what can be delivered until next year. 
Other finished products do uot chauge, 
although the demand at all poiuts ex­ 
ceeds present capacity. 
For wool, C oates’ circular for Aug. I 
still holds good, although inside quota­ 
tions arc more often made. 
Bales tor three weeks have beeu 28,* 
899,990 pounds, against 18,990,500 last 
year, 88,580,805 in 1897 aud 28,805,400 
iu the->ame weeks of 1892. 
Goods have 
advanced further, especially in ca sh ­ 
meres, cheviots aud oottou warp cash­ 
meres, aud the tendency is upward in 
nearly all grades. 
Wheat lias advanced about I cent dur­ 
ing the week. 
Exports of wheat iu three weeks have 
beeu from both coasts, flour included, 
9,978,704 
bushels, against 
IO, 114,240 
bushels last year, and the western re­ 
ceipts have beeu 
11,804,090 
bushels, 
agaiust 9,015,189 bushels last year, but 
it is also significant that ooru has risen 
three-eighths of a cent, w ith receipts of 
8,020,09^ bushels for the week, against 
8,514,102 bushels last year, while the ex­

have

bushels, 
against 2,870,302 bushels last year. 
The 
figures clearly do net indicate a ma­ 
terial decrease in foreign demand on

Tills ruler 
received lately a catalogue from an 
American firm showing the operation 
of the electric fan by motors. 
He 
wrote to the firm for further partic­ 
ulars. 
In reply they sent him a small 
electric fan as a sample. 
This he put 
on one of the arm rests of his throne 
and started it going. 
The breeze was 
delicious, and the rajah was so pleased 
with ids new toy that he gave a festi­ 
val on tile spot. which w as participated 
In by all his subjects. 
Free food and 
drink were distributed to all present. 
The only persons in the rajah's dis­ 
trict who were not pleased with the 
fan w’ere the “punka” workers. 
They 
sat up all night hatching conspiracies 
to reduce to a position of ill favor tin* 
little circular “punka” that they be­ 
lieved was operated by the devil. 
It 
is said that they covered the blades 
with a mixture of ink aud mucilage. 
and that the next time the rajah used 
i it lie received a sticky shower bath. 
As ink was the color of his skin, 
however, the rajah did not mind a bb. 
Instead of getting up and smashing 
the fun with his scimitar, as the “pun­ 
ka” 
workers thought he would, he 
laughed heartily at what he thought 
was a practical Joke played on him by 
the little “punka” imp.

THOUSANDSTOMISSIONS 


Christian Alliance Leader Sim p­ 
son Breaks Collection Record. 


SAID TO HAVE RAISED $120,000. 


Rem arkable Scene* at the Old Or- 
cliri rd Hen cli Meet i un—I *h*r* Coaid 
Hard I > ( n rr;

Sunday, Aug. 13, was the most re 
markable day In the life of Dr. A. B. 
Simpson of New \ork, leader of the 
Christian Alliance society, says the 
New York Times. It was the closing 
of the two weeks’ convention at Old 
Orchard Beach, Me., and the annual 
collection was taken. Both Dr. Simp­ 
son and his assistants positively re 
fuse to state the amount received, 
but it is generally understood that it is 
nearly if not quite $120,000. The doc­ 
tor also replied to charges recently 
made to the effect that he misused tile 
money 
annually 
collected 
by 
him. 
While his reply caused no sensation, 
there was much talk among the elders. 
People commenced to arrive Satur­ 
day night. Aug. 12. to t>e present at the 
great meetings the next day. 
Barly 
morning excursion trains came from 
ail parts of Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont Massachusetts also sent 
train loads. 
It is estimated that 20,000 
people were in town at 3 o’clock Sun­ 
day afternoon. Aug. 13. On Saturday 
night. Aug. 12. Dr. Simpson, with his 
assistants, held a long vigil of prayer, 
asking thai their efforts to break all 
previous records at money collecting 
be successful. 
At 5 o’clock the next 
morning the first service of the day 
was held. 
There was an unusually 
large crowd present for a meeting be­ 
fore daybreak. 
As soon as the little 
bell in the tower ou the northeast cor

ceased ringing, Dr. Simpson came on 
the speakers’ platform aud dropped to 
his knees in prayer. For half an hour 
praying was continued, one brother 
commencing as soon as another hat!

VV’hen all who d» sired to do so had 
offered supplication Dr. Simpson ask­ 
ed tim congregation to join in singing

and called apt a Ids congregation in the 
name of God to give freely.

When they had finished they returned 
to the speakers’ platform and passed 
up tho baskets. They were laden with 
banknotes of all denominations, checks, 
drafts. Jewelry and other collateral 
of value. 
It Is estimated that $1,500 
was taken In. 
The ushers passed to 
their respective seats and waited un­ 
til the benediction had been said. Dr. 
Simpson announced that another meet­ 
ing was to lie held at 7 o’clock, and 
mnny remained lo their seats until 
after the service at that hour. 
The

La barouche led the 
service, Dr. Him peon not appearing on 
the platform until nearly time to close 
the service. Then he again told about 
the collections of money each year. 
and asked the ushers to puss among 
tile pimple. 
Another stream of silver 
and paper Dowell Into the baskets, and 
when, at 8:15, the service was closed 
there wa* $3,000 more. 
At 0 o'clock the Sunday school ses­ 
sion was held. Summer residents com­ 
menced to appear from the village, 
aud It was easy to see even st that 
early hour that the attendance would 
exceed previous records.

I ignorant. When he had finished, every 
j one Joined with the choir In singing a 
| hymn, and then n chapter of Scripture 
was read. One of the brothers made a 
few remarks, aud then Dr. Simpson 
j again came on to the platform. 
Step­ 
ping to the front, he raised his hands 


I above his head, and. closing his eyes, 
offered a short prayer. 
He held In one 
hand a newspaper, and when lie com­ 
menced speaking he referred to the 
, charges, and in a talk of less than two 
j minutes disposed of his subject. 
He 
denied that there was ground for any 
allegations against him and said that 
if requested he would give an Itemized 
account of all the money ever given 
into his keeping. 
Then he asked his 
audience not to let the reports circu­ 
lated about him have any effect on 
their liberality. 
As he said t Ii is there 
was shouting of "Amen!” in all parts of 
tile grove. 
Then tile doctor preached 
a short sermon aud closed by asking 
all to jolt in singing. 
Almost before singing had stopped 
the signal was given to the ushers, aud 
they started down the aisles. 
It was 
with difficulty tiiat they made their 
way to the crowd back of the seats. 
Twice they were obliged to return to 
the platform aud leave the heaped up 
baskets. They were fully half an hour 
making this collection, and how much 
they secured Is unknow n. Good judges, 
however, say that the total of offerings 
at this meeting must have been $bo,- 
000. 
Hand baskets were brought into 
use. aud it was after the noon hour 
when the benediction was asked. 
Another service was to be held at I 
o’clock, and no one was willing to take 
the chance of losing his seat by going 
down town. 
While the people were 
yet waiting for the afternoon meeting 
to commence many of the converts 
passed through the crowed describing 
wonderful cures that had beeu made 
during the two weeks’ session of the 
society.
